Boxing  the  Ears  — There  are  oeveral 
things  very  commoDly  done  which  are 
extremely  injurious  to  the  ear,  and  ought 
to  be  carefully  avoided.

If 
any  one  designed  to  break  or  overstretch 
the  membrane,  a  more  efficient  means 
coaid  scarcely  be  devised  than  to  bring 
the  hand  suddenly  aud  forcibly  down  up¬ 
on  the  passage  of  the  tor  thus  driving 
the  air  violently  before  it  with  no  possi¬ 
bility  of  its  escape  but  by  the  membrane 
giving  way.

Watch  the  Children's  Feet.— At  .his 
season  of  tbe  year,  of  froety  morning? 
and  damp  eveuiugs,  the  following  advice  | 
from  the  New  York  Post  is  very  impor 
taut :  “Life-long  discomfort,  and  sudden 
death  often  come  to  children  through  1 
tbe  inattention  or  carelessness  of  tho  pa¬ 
rents.  A  child  should  never  be  avowed  | 
to  go  to  sleep  with  cold  feet ;  the  tl  ing 
to  be  last  attended  to  is  to  see  that  the  ' 
feet  ar*  dry  and  warm.  Neglect  of  this 
kind  has  often  resulted  iu  a  dangerous 
attack  of  croup,  diphtheria,  or  a  fatal 
sore  throat  Always  ou  comiog  home 
from  school,  on  entering  the  house  from 
*  visit  or  errand  in  rainy,  muddy  or  tliawy 
weather,  the  thild  should  remove  its 
shoes,  and  tbe  mother  should  herself  as¬ 
certain  whether  the  stockings  are  tbe 
least  dump.  If  they  are  they  should  be 
taken  off,  tbe  feet  held  before  the  fire 
and  rubbed  with  the  bauds  till  perfectly 
dry,  and  another  pair  of  stockings  and 
another  pair  of  shoe*  put  on.  The  re¬ 
serve  shoes  and  stockings  should  be  kept 
where  they  are  good  aud  dry,  so  aa  to  be 
ready  for  use  at  a  minute's  notice."
